High Officers 
Declare Draft 
Only Solution 


VANCOUVER, Nov. 20.—(CP) 
—High-ranking officers of the 
Canadian Army’s Sixth Division 
at a press conference here today 
said they do not believe overseas 
troops can be adequately rein- 
forced through any plan of hav- 
ing home defence troops encour- 
aged to volunteer for overseas 
service. 

The press conference was held 
just prior to a private meeting of 
the officers who were summoned 
to Vancouver by Maj.-Gen, G. R. 
Pearkes, general officer command- 
ing in chief, Pacific command, to 
plan a campaign outlined last week 
to district officers commanding by 
Defence Minister McNaughton cal- 
culated to reinforce overseas troops 
by having home defence 
volanteer for service overseas, 


GIVEN FREE VOICE 

Gen. Pearkes told the officers: 

“This conference will be con- 
ducted privately, but I will allow 
you a few moments befor. the 
meeting gets under way for you to 
talk to the press and express your 
own views on the home defence 
question.” 

The whole of the Sixth division 
is stationed in British Columbia. 
A large proportion of the division 
is composed of home defence 
troops. The officers told repérters 
that virtually all the home de- 
fence troops in the division have 
received full combat training. 

Brig. R. H. Beattie, brigade com- 
mander at Nanaimo, B.C. said his 
troops are in splendid shape and 
ready to go overseas. 

“I have in that brigade some of 
the finest soldiers in Ganada and I 
will back that statement up against 
any opposition,” Brig. Beattie said. |

(The shake-up, however, appeared 
to stem directly from U.S. Gen.

Town And Country 


In his Edmonton address Hon. Humph- 
rey Mitchell was right when he associated 
poverty on the farm with unemployment in 
the cities, and said the one must be pre- 
vented if the other is to be avoided. Far- 
mers without money cannot buy the goods 
on the shelves of town stores, and as buy- 
ing falls off store staffs and factory staffs 
have to be thrown out of work. Nowhere in 
Canada is this more true than in central and 
northern Alberta, where town conditions 
are directly affected by country conditions 
more than by any other factor. 

The converse is also true. If there has 
never been a time when the cities prospered 
while the farming community suffered lack 
of buying power, neither has there ever 
been a time when the cities did not prosper 
while the farmers enjoyed a good average 
income. Between farm revenue and town 
business turn-over there is the relation of 
cause and effect. 

It is not therefore a matter of interest 
to farmers only whether they are to be 
prosperous or not prosperous in the post- 
war years. Townsfolk are involved also, 
vitally. Measures to open markets for farm 
products abroad, to place a floor under 
farm product prices, and to keep the farm- 
ing population on a profit-earning basis, 
should have the hearty support of town 
people. Not as a matter of good neighborli- 
ness merely, but as a matter of enlightened 
self-interest.

Money For The Asking 

Ottawa reports the curious phenomenon 
that a lot of people who are entitled to re- 
ceive Government money do not seem at all 
eager to apply for it, While at Oct. 1st 195,- 
000 men had been discharged from the 
Navy, Army and Air Force, or had become 
casualties, only 410,700 applications had 
been received Nov. 15th for the gratui- 
ties provided under legislation passed at the 
last session of parliament, The other 155,- 
000, including dependents of men who had 
been killed or died in service, had not been 
heard from 

Perhaps this indicates that, money being 
unusually plentiful now, the non-applicants 
have been deferring their claims until the 
gratuities may be needed. But as the gratu- 
ity payments are to start early in the new 
year, this delay threatens to clutter up the 
accounting department toward the end of 
December with a flood of applications. 
Hence the officials express a desire that 
those entitled to the grants hurry up and 
present their claims 

Application forms are obtainable at all 


at 


naval, military and air force establish- 
ments and at district offices of the depart- 
ment of veterans’ affairs. Dependents of 


men who died on active service do not need 
to fill out these forms, but simply send in 
letters giving the names, ranks and regi- 
mental numbers of the deceased. No ap- 
plication is necessary by a man discharged 
since Oct. 1st nor by dependents of a man 
killed since that date. 


Tapering Off 


Having served its purpose, the Com- 
monwealth Air Training Plan will not be 
renewed when the arrangements with 
other Empire countries automatically ex- 
pire at the end of March next. That pur- 
pose was to provide trained airmen to 
“secure and maintain air supremacy in 
every theatre of war”, When it was organ- 
ized the countries in arms against the Axis 
had air superiority nowhere. Now they 
have it everywhere, beyond any doubt. 

The demobilization of Canada's Air 
Force has already begun, and will be con- 
tinued on a progressive pattern. It may be 
that no more Canadian fliers will be sent 
to Europe. Some of course will be sent to 
the Pacific theatre, perhaps a third of the 
number now serving in the European zone. 
Men now in that area are to be gradually 
released, 

The significance of this is plain, The 
Allies now have the air strength in men 
to finish the job in both Europe and the 
Orient, in the judgment the Allied 
authorities.

Those who work all day in the 
midst of noise need peace and quiet 
at night.

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Belgium’s Most 


~ Pressing Need 
Is More Food 


By CHESTER BLOOM 

Fdmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, Nov. 20.— More food 
is Belgium's most immediate 
critical problem. It is coupled 
directly with the restoration of 
order in the war-torn nation. 
Next is that of winter fuel 
coupled with lack of transporta- 
tion — railways cut, rolling stock 
stolen by the Germans, no trucks 
and no petroleum. 
These were the outstanding prob- 
| lems of the little nation outlined to 
press correspondents here Saturday 
| by Baron Robert Silvercruys, Bel- 
| gian ambassador to Canada Baron 
Silvercruys has just returned after 
consultations with the liberated 
government chiefs and the royal 
family, Canadian, British and Amer- 
ican Army chiefs and municipal 
officials and businessmen. 

The Baron spared no details in 
relating the gigantic difficulties 
faced by the liberated government. 


MONETARY PROBLEM 

Among others are the monetary 
problem—the carrying of the people

FOOD NEED URGENT 

Of all these, an immediate food 
supply and the restoration of order 
are the most pressing. The libera 
tion of the port of Antwerp 
by the blood sacrifice of the heroic 
Canadian army whom Jaron 
Silvercruys paid a glowing tribute 
offers the promise of alleviation at 
least of the food difficulty. Not 
much but enough to keep the people 
from actual starvation. The army 
chiefs, he said, were doing their ut- 
most to help. 

The mines are being restored 
to production but no transport 
makes distribution of coal un- 
available. Even the army messes 
have no meat. But all has to 
wait on supplies going forward 
to the fighting men. Until trans- 
port and coal supply is restored 
industry remains paralyzed. No 
shipping is available to export 
such production, even if produc- 
tion could go ahead full speed. 
Nevertheless, Baron Silvercruys 

said he believed the 
nation had passed the peak of its 
frightful trials.

without knowing how to plan, 
prepare and serve a reasonably 
adequate diet. Every day the 
pressure of right information 
makes peopde increasingly aware 
of what they should eat to be 
healthy. Proteins, carbohydrates, 
fats, minerals and water may be 
the elements needed in a good 
diet, but just folk -knowledge 
alone makes it seem “right” to 
eat those elements in classic com- 
binations.
